MOSCOW, Sept. 30 (UP) —

Yet 
sad and conflicting as the situation 
is with the ideals of a people’s war, 
the war still remains a just one, for 
it is being fought against the threat 
of fascist aggression, which men- 
aces the life and security of Britain, 


progressive. Marxist science, 
| analyses concretely each sit- 
uation, prevents oversimplification 
in the midst of such complicated 
situations as those of this war. 


Agents of Hitler (Trotzkyites and 
others) seek to palm off among the 
workers a spurious caricature of 
Marxism as genuine proletarian 
theory. This caricature of Marx- 
ism maintains that proletarian 
interests can never at any time 
coincide with those of any capital- 
ists. Were workers to accept this 
mockery of Marxism-Leninism, they 
would of course become objectively 
the tools of fascism, There have 
always been times when the inter- 
ests of workers have coincided with 
the interests of certain capitalists, 
as for instance during th American 
Civil War, and today their interests 
coincide with those even of big im- 
perialists within the United States 
and Great Britain. 


Lenin never reduced the question 


ot tactics to simply the question of 


the economic relationship of the 
working class to the capitalist class. 


Lenin always emphasized that the 


proletariat can never at any time 
ignore its relations to other classes. 
“Nothing but an objective account 
of the totality of all the mutual re- 
lationships of all the classes of a 
given society without exception” 
(emphasis mine—F, F), declared 
Lenin, “and consequently an ac- 
count of the objective stage of de- 
velopment of this society, as well 
as an account of the mutual rela- 
tionship between it and other s0- 
cieties, can serve as the Baris for 
the correct tactics of the adv 

class.”

He saw 
the nearest tank 15 yards away clattering straight at 
him at breakneck The iron monster loomed up 
before him.

He blew the tank all to hell, snarled the 
close formation of tanks into swerved positions and 
gave his brothers behind him a chance to pick them 
off with deadly anti-tank rifles. 

What this mom had thought of when he snatched 
off his jacket, when he felt the cold grenades pressed 
against his belly and while he waited for the tank to 
Gpproach him is a matter of speculation.

Admiral William D. Leahy, former 
Ambassador to Vichy, is now the 
top-ranking American officer in the 
Combined Chiefs of Staff of the 
United States and Great Britain. 


It will be recalled that on July 21 
the President announced that the 
retired Admiral and former Chief 
of Naval. Operations had been ap- 
pointed as Chief of Staff to the 
President. At that time, Roosevelt 
explained that Leahy, would do the 
“leg” work, keep him informed and 
advise him on military matters, 
while he himself would continue to 
direct American world strategy. 

The present listing "of ranking 
Officers by the OWI manual is the 
the public has been 
made aware of the key position 
which the Admiral. now holds.
